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A Moth-Killing Experiment.

A recent instance of scientific thor- 
oughness has been afforded by the 
method adopted for ridding the build- 
ing of the First Presbyterian Society 
of Plattsburg of moths. There is 
nothing which the careful housewife 
detests as much as she detests moths. 
Rats, mice and flies are, of course, ex- 
tremely objectionable, and the stray 
wasp, with its irritable temper and 

rompt method of resenting liberties, 
is always an unwelcome guest; but 
the moth that gluts its brutal appetite 
upon costly furs and new silk dresses, 
is woman’s most hated enemy. It is 
for this reason that even the gentlest 
woman persistently massacres every 
butterfly, beetle and other winged in- 
sect—flies excepted—that enters her 


house, and excuses her sanguinary 


conduct on the ground that every in- 
sect thus killed, no matter what may 
be its species, is addicted to laying 
moth eggs all over the house. 

Now, the First Presbyterian meet- 
ing house was alive with moths to that 
extent that the female part of the 
congregation refused to enter its doors. 
It was plainly necessary that the 


moths should be exterminated, and 


the Trustees held a meeting to discuss 
the matter. One Trustee suggested 
that ‘‘camphire would fetch ’em, ’’pro- 
vided enough of it were to be used, 
but his associates proved that camphor 
was so costly that its use was entirely 
out of the question. Then another 
Trustee delicately insinuated that 
there was a substance called snuff, 


which, if lavishly sprinkled in every 


w, would discourage the moths so 
that they would promptly emigrate to 
the neighboring Baptist meeting house; 
but the minister, who was present, 

eremptorily refused to hear of snuff. 
That meeting house, he remarked, 
should never, with his consent, be 
made a den of sneeze, and he could 
not but feel that the proposal to bring 
tobacco into the sacred edifice was 
essentially sacrilegious. After this 
the tobacco proposal was, of course, 
unanimously ruled out. It was then 
that a third Trustee, a particularly in- 
genious man, suggested the use of 
benzine. He showed that benzine 
was a purifying liquid, much used in 
connection with second-hand clothing 
‘eeremonials; that it was like oil, and 
that oil, as everyone knows, was ex- 
tensively used in the Jewish taber- 
While there was 
thus sufficient precedent for the intro-

Of course, this produced 
a sensation of dampness, and the sex- 
ton therefore made a fire in the fur- 
nace, with a view to making the room 
dry and wholesome. About fifteen 
minutes after the fire was started a 
wayfaring msn, passing near the meet- 
ing-house, was startled by a_ terrific 
crash. The doors and windows of the 
building suddenly blew out, and the 
street was strewn with fragments of 
broken glass, cushions and hymn 
books. Simultaneously the sexton, 
horribly singed, descended frcm the 
upper regions of the atmosphere, into 
which he had been blown, and fell at 
the wayfaring man’s feet. 

The thoroughness of this experi- 
ment is what justly demands our ad- 
miration. After the explosion nota 
single live moth was to be found in 
the building. As the sexton subse- 
quently remarked, ‘‘it was lively, but 
it just fetched them moths.” Such is 
the success which always attends radi- 
cal and thorough measures, and dis- 
tinguishes them from the crude expe- 
dients of the unscientific mind.—.

Chicago Dec. 7.—The Inter Ocean’s 
Washington special has an interesting 
account of the Senate Executive ses- 
sion yesterday. 
discussion occurred turning on the 
Tenure of Office Act, in which Conk- 
ling denounced the President severely, 
holding up his Civil Service Reform 
announced as apretense of deceiving 
the public and ridiculing his message 
ironical quotations. He advocated 
the strict enforcement of the Tenure 
of Office Act. 

Some of his witty, sarcastic remarks 
roused Judge Davis who suggested 
that Conkling was guilty of inconsis- 
ency inallowing the confirmation of 
Wm. Henry Smith as Collector at 
Chicago in violation of the Tenure of 
Office Act. Conkling replied that 
Illinois Senators, and not he, were re- 
sponsible for that’ Davis retorted 
that he had opposed the appeintment 
and the confirmation. Conkling sneer- 
ingly remarked that he was surprised 
at the overwhelming vote in favor of 
Smith in face of the gigantic efforts 
put forth by the Independent Senator 
from Illinois to prevent it. 

He (Thurman) declared that the 
Toledo postmaster was appointed in 
violation of the President’s Civil Ser- 
vice rule and in pursuance of a com- 
pact by which Mathews became Sena- 
tor. Mathews rose angrily made his 
maiden speech, defending himself and 
the President, declaring that the Sen- 
ate’s whole duty was to pass on the 
qualifications of appointees. Conkling 
warmly replied and Mathews held his 
own much better than anticipated. 

Voorhees made his maiden speech 
also, devoting the greater part of it to 
denying newspaper statements that 
the Democrats intended to reorganize 
the Senate and seat Tilden in the 
White House. 

He said that he had been assured 
that Democrats were trying to John- 
sonize President Hayes, which he also 
denied. The Republicans could keep 
their President. He remarked that 
they had forced him into his chair,and 
he, for one, did not desire to prevent 
them from enjoying his administra- 
tion to the fullest degree. 

Mr. Voorhees then followed in the 
same strain in which Thurman had 
speken, denouncing the Democrats 
who had accepted office under Presi- 
dent Hayes. 

From the debate it is judged that 
the intention of the Democrats is to 
do everything possible to encourage a 
breach in the Republican party.

A Woman’s Heroic Fight 
With a Mad Dog. 


One of the nursing sisters of. the 
Order of Troyes succumb last week 
to an attack of hybrophobia, contract- 
ed under circumstances of no ordinary 
heroism. As related in the Gazette 
Hebdomadaire, a mon'h ago Sister 
S. was takingcharge, for a walk, of 
some convalescent children, the eldest 
of whom was only eight years of age, 
when they were suddenly assailed by 
a sheep dog, whose jaws were running 
with foam, and who attacked them 
with fruy. She instantly saw the dan- 
ger of her charges, and resolutely in- 
terposing between the terrified child- 
ren and the furious animal, bravely 
withstood its attack. She was seri- 
ously bitten and the dog, excited by 
the cries of the’ children, endeavored 
to rush upon them. Then followed a 
splendid act of devotion. Protecting 
with her body the children who hung 
to her petticoats, shrieking with ter- 
ror, this brave girl threw herself cour- 
ageously on the dog, and for ten min- 
utes grasped it, rolled over with it, 
and thrusting her fist into his mouth 
to prevent his biting the children. 
Some peasants came up at last, beat 
off and killed the dog. The Sister 
was found to have fifteen deep wounds 
on her hands and lacerated arms; an 
important artery was wounded. Skil- 
ful care was given to her wounds, lig- 
atures were amply applied, the 
parts torn were cauterized, and for a 
short time -after her return to Paris 
some hope existed that she might es”

The London ‘*Times.’’ 


A Series of Extraordimary Changes in 
the Great Journal. 


{London Corr. Cincinnati Commercial.] 


The great European journal—the 
London Zimes—is undergoing a series 
of almost revolutionary changes. Mr. 
Courtenay left it on being elected’ to 
Parliament, (and he must often have 
wished himself back again, for his 
Parliamentary career promises poorly). 
William Stebbing has sent in his res- 
ignation to take efiect at Christmas. 
But the great change is the assign- 
ment of the chief editorship, se long 
in the hands of Mr. Delane, to Mr. 
Chenery. It is just possible that we 
shall see head-shakings during the 
next six months and hear insinuations 
that the Times is not what it used to 
be. But any falling off of its. enter- 
prise in the hands of Mr. Chenery is 
very improbable. On the contrary, it 
is likely that the journal will improve 
in many ways. Its career fora long 
time has been anything but satisfac- 
tory. How far its shortcomings have 
been due to Mr. Delane’s deficiencies, 
as to health or spirit, it is impossible 
to say. Mr. Cobden’s attack in - Par- 
liament—showing that the anonymous 
mask of the Times editorial writers 
was dropped for people in power and 
to gain favors—was a heavy blow to 
his character as a manager; the defal- 
cations of Mr. Simpson as its money 
editor, and the revelations in court of 
his reception of money from Albert 
Grant, were heavier. Its blunders 
during the American war were notori- 
ous. But besides these damaging 
historic incidents, which did not at all 
affect Mr. Delane’s personal character, 
that gentleman was too much of a 
Churchman in the Philistine sense to 
admit of the Times being an adequate 
representative of the complex condi- 
tion of ecclesiastical politics.) It made 
too much difference to him whether 
his clergymen bowed to the east, or 
administered the eucharist in this 
dress or that. For some time, too, a 
certain demoralization has been visi- 
ble in the reports published by the 
Times, notably its legal reports. In 
the important case of the Riese vs. 
Bradlaugh and Besant, that journal 
interlarded its reports of the proceed- 
ings with comments offensive and un- 
just to the defendants, of a kind 
which, had the defendant been less 
unpopular, would have led to its ar- 
raignment for contempt of court. The 
Saturday Review and other journals, 
while net at all favorable-to Brad- 
laugh, severely rebuked this outrage- 
ous behavior of the leading paper. 
When this occurred Mr. Delane, I be- 
lieve, was absent at the German baths 
seeking the restoration of his health. 
In enterprises, also, the Times re- 
quires improvement. It has, indeed, 
gone to the heavy expense of a private 
wire to Paris, and it has done grand 
service in bringing us important news 
from that capital, and by the same 
route from Berlin; and we also get 
our news from America chiefly from 
the Times ; but in the recent war news 
it has been distanced by the Daily 
News. This latter paper has, indeed, 
been represented by an exceptional 
man in Archibald Forbes, but even 
since that gentleman’s strength broke 


A STORY OF THE BORDER.

Inside 
the stockade a quantity of wood 
was brought, the corn when ripe 
was gathered, hay was collected,

Whoever has heard the aged 
Leslie recite this adventure, must 
have been impressed with the em- 
phasis which he placed on “the 
three strange providences by 
which he was delivered.” First, 
had he fallen anywhere but in the 
stream the Indians would probabl 
have found him where he fell, 
faint or dead, and, tearing off his 
scalp, would have crushed in his 
skull with a tomahawk and de- 
parted. Secondly, had it not been 
for the Indians the panther would 
have finished him. And thirdly, 
the bullet that drew the dripping 
blood from the neck of the horse, 
so that the crimson trail did not 
cease at the brook, saved his life 
by leading away his pursuers. 

In closing the story he used to 
say, in a most solemn manner: | 

“Death missed me by a miracle 
three times in a single hour.” 


Mountain CuiimBinc.—The great- 
est attitude which has been reached 
by mountain climbers was that attain- 
ed in Cashmere by Mr. Johnson, who- 
some years ago mounted to a spot 
22,300 above the sea. Aeronauts 
have ascended 30,900 and returned 
with safety. It issupposed by moun- 
taineers that 25,000 or 26,000feet is 
the utmost height that will ever be 
trod by human steps. That life can 
be supported at this altitude has been 
proved by the adventurers who have 
dared the dangers of the upper air in 
a balloon. During the last summer 
Mons. Weiner ascended Mt. Immami, 
one of the loftiest peaks of the Bolivian 
Andes. The height of this mountain 
has been variously estimated.

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Too Many Pigs. 


Of all domestic animals the hog ‘is | 


the most prolific, and if prices of pork 
are favorable, the most: profitable to 
the farmer. . Hence it is. but natural 
that there should be ups and downs, 
or seasons of plenty and seasons’ of 
scarcity in the Gas business. Where 
pork is scarce and high, each farmer 
encourages the breeding propensities 
of his hogs, and in a year we tone an 
abundance of pigs of all sizes. Then 
pork comes into market freely in ex- 
cess of demand, and ‘prices go down 
In 1875 and 1876 there was a scarcity 
of hogs and pork ruled: high, especially 
in the latter year. In the summer of 
1876 there was a large crop; ‘of. wheat 
nearly all over the State. In many. 
sections the grain was so heavy that it 
fell down, so thatit was impossible ‘to 
gather it clean with any machinery for 
cutting it. . To save their lodged grain 
left on the ground, the wheat farmers 
wanted hogs to glean their stubble, 
and stock hogs were in demand. It 
so happened that on the river bottoms 
that year, on account of overflow from 
the rivers, feed was scarce, and con- 
sequently there were no more hogs 
than the river farmers could fatten. 
These were already sold to-the grain 
sections for from seven to eight cents 
a pound. This exchange proved a 
good thing all round. The river farm- 
ers make better on thin hogs than 
they could have done had they fatten- 
ed them, and the farmers in the grain 
sections saved their lodged grain and 
sold it in the form of pork for good 
prices. But the breading of hogs was 
thus materially extended, as nearly 
every grain farmer made up his mind 
that rather than be compelled to buy 
hogs at such prices again, to save his 
grain he would raise his own. The 
consequence was that in 1877 the 
whole country was full of hogs, and 
as the grain crops were generally light 
and grain high, these hogs were forc- 
ed upon the market at any price and 
in any condition. Hence, early in the 
summer pork went down to four and 
four and a half cents a pound for un- 
dressed, and has remained at those 
figures tothe present time. It is now 
the prevailing opinion among farmers 
that these prices will not pay. That 
there are too many pigs in the country. 
But as hogs can be increased very 
rapidly, so they can be reduced in 
numbers very readily, and the reduc- 
ing process is now going on. Breed- 
ing has been checked toa great extent, 
and more than this, many a litter of 
pigs are killedat sight to prevent a 
worse death by starvation. Now that 
one extreme generally follows another 
in California agriculture, we expect 
within a year to be called upen te no-

date tells the following: There is a 
‘tradition in ‘‘Sonora’’ to the effect 
that, about the time Fremont was on 
his way to capture that city, an old 
Mexican who did business in that part 
of town became very much alarmed. 
Every day couriers were arriving from 
the upper country bringing exaggerat- 
ed reports of the ferocity and lawless- 
ness of the Pathfinder’s battalion, and 
the old man was so excited by these 
reports that he determined to secrete 
all his money and valuables until the 
country had been restored to quiet. 
He had two sons who'had been ‘on a

inary. The sortie was solely prompted 
by the entire failure of provisions. 
Osman crossed the river Vid and at- 
tacked and took Forts Dolney and 
Etropolje. The Russians and Reu- 
manians were hurried up from Susorla 
and Bukova. After terrible carnage 
Osman attempted to re-enter Plevna, 


but it had meanwhile been occupied 
by Roumanians and Russians from 
Grivica. Osman, on finding himself 
thus surrounded, although wounded in 
the foot, personally conducted the ne- 
gotiations for surrender. He expressly 
announced that he surrendered uncon- 
ditionally to the Emperor. Simulta- 
neously with the main sortie the Turks 
made a sortie against the Roumanian 
saree: on the right bank of the Vid, 

ut this was feebly conducted, and the 
Turks in that quarter surrendered al- 
most unresistingly. The whole Turk- 
ish artillery train was captured in the 
immediate neighborhood of Plevna. 
The Russian and Roumanian armies 
made a triumphant entry into the town 
at 3:30 o'clock Monday afternoon. 
Grand Duke Nicholas slept in Plevna 
last night. 

The rumors that the Porte intends 
to take immediate steps for bringing 
about an armistice or peace negotia- 
tions are founded on something more 
than mere conjecture. It is semi-off- 
cially announced that the capture of 
Plevna will not prevent hostilities from 
being continued, even though prelim- 
inary negotiations for peace should be 
commenced. 

New York, Dec. 12.—A Herald 
London special says: A profound sen- 
sation was produced throughout Eng- 
land yesterday when the announce- 
ment of Plevna’s fall became known. 
The London Stock Exchange at once 
recognized the financial import of the 
great event, and a rapid rise in Rus- 
sian bonds occurred, and the prices of 
all Russian securities rose and main- 
tained. a marvelous firmness. The 
press of the metropolis speaks in no 
uncertain tone regarding the gravity 
of the situation in which Osman’s de- 
feat places England’s former ally. All 
the evening journals yesterday seem 
to have taken their cue from the 
Times’ editorial in the morning, and 
the moment is declared to have ar- 
rived for England to -seize the oppor- 
tunity of using her. influence with 
Turkey. . 

The Globe says: ‘‘After a resistance | 
which has enlisted the admiration of 
the whole world, the impregnable for- 
tress which the genius of Osman Pasha 
had created out a of asmall unforti- 
fied town has surrendered. The de- 
fensive power of the Porte is tempo- 
rarily shipwrecked by this tremen- 
dous disaster. It is impossible to ex- 
aggerate the probable consequences. 
Sofia will certainly be captured by the 
Russians before long, after which no 
object worthy of serious consideration 
to arapid advance upon Adrianople 
exists, and when the Russians are 
there the Porte must accept any terms 
the Czar proposes, or stake the very 
existence of the Ottoman Empire on 
the defense of Constantinople. It is 
the duty of our Minister to impress 
upon the Sultan the urgent expedi- 
ency of giving the full weight of his 
influence in all counsels in favor of 
immediate peace before the resources 
of the Turkish power are utterly ex- 
hausted.”’

York.—No street in New York is 
ever really swept, and the garbage 
from the kitchens is never really re- 
removed. The sweeping machine 
traverses the principal avenues at 
night, gathering up a part of the out- 
side layer of dirt, where the way is 
clear. A gang of lazy and decrepit 
scavengers follow the machine after 
awhile to do 
brooms. They collect into heaps a 
part of what has been thrown up in 
ridges; and finally, after the heaps 
have been partly scattered by the 
winds and passing vehicles, the dirt 
cart gathers a part of what remains.

fifth facial nerve, and for seven or 
eight months the Judge experienced 
entire relief from the disease, but at 
the expiration of that. time it gradu- 
ally returned upon him with increased 
severity until life was almost unbear- 
able. Dr. Hodgen became satisfied 
that the separate parts of the nerve 
had united, and he determined to per- 
form a second operation; and on the 
8th inst., at the residence of Judge 
Bay, 3,220 Chestnut street, and in the 
presence of several medical gentlemen, 
cut out two inches of the nerve, and 
removed several collateral branches. 
The operation lasted fifteen minutes, 
was exceedingly painful, and though 
the judge declined to take chloroform 
or any other opiate, he stood the knife 
without flinching. This operation has 
been rarely performed in the West, 
and from the proximity of the nerve 
to the eye requires great care and 
much skill. The judge has had no 
return of the neuralgic pains, and all 
the indications are that the operation 
will prove eminently successful ,though 
it will probably be a week before he 
will be able to leave his house.—-Sé.

up the question ‘‘What shall we do 
with our Indians.” The substance of 
Mr. Schurz opinion will shock the 
nerves of every Indian agent in the 
land—he wants to deal honestly with 
them. This suggestion may not be 
against law, but it is certainly opposed 
to precedent. The usual practice has 
been as follows: Some zealous man 
with infinite love for his red brother 
yields to importunity and consents for 
aseason to handle the Government 
supplies. He encourages the Indian 
to travel and see the world by eating 
the supplies himself or selling them to 
cash purchasers. Occasionally tracts 
and spelling books are necessary to 
provoke war, and these -are provided 
by zealous missionaries who have to 
get a living in that way or chop wood. 
Under this treatment the red man 
grows restless—sometimes hungry— 
and an irresistible desire to see said 
missionaries and agents witheut scalps 
takes possession of his untutored mind, 
and some bright morning he carves 
them. A great hue and cry now en- 
sues and a drum and fife are sent in 
hot pursuit of the hungry red man.

| An Atrocious Discovery. 


Frightful Filectrical ‘.Pros How 


Speeches May Rain On U 


[N. Y. Times.] 

When the phenograph, that mar- 
velous instrument for bottling speeches 
and preserving them for any length 
of time without impairing their tone, 


uneasy. What with the telegraph, 
the telephone and the phonograph, it 
seems that if electricians had lost 
all self restraint, and there was a gen- 
eral feeling that the habit of constant- 
ly inventing improved methods of 
electrical communication was being 
carried altogether too far. Now we 
have still another invention, which is 
more startling than any of its prede- 
cessors. Professor Loomis, of Wash- 
ington, claims that he has discovered 
a method of telegraphing through the 
air without the aid of wires, telegraph 
poles, or small boys clad in uniform. 
This invention is fraught with enor- 
mous danger to the public, and 
should at once be frowned down. 


THE NEW INVENTION 


is based upon the alleged fact that 
that there is a consider@ble current of 
electricity in the atmosphere at a com- 
paratively low height. Prof. Loomis 
erects a perpendicular iron rod on the 
top of a hill, which rod reaches the 
aerial electrical current. He alse 
erects a similar red on the top of an- 
other hill, and connects with each of 
them a battery and a telegraphic ma- 
chiae. Then hesends a message up 
ene of the rods into the aerial current. 
The current takes it up and _ carries it 
to the other rod, down which it de- 
cends and is received by the operator. 
It will be seen that all that is needed 
in this system of telegraphy is a pair 
of perpendicular rods, a pair of moder- 
ately high hills, two telegraphic ma- 
chines, and two operators. Professor 
Loomis has already telegraphed over 
a distance of fifteen miles, and confi- 
dently expects to be able to send mes- 
sages from the top of Trinity steeple, 
in this city, to the top of St. Paul’s, 
in London, without the use of any 
connecting wire, 


THE FIRST OBJECTION 


to the nefarious invention is the fact 
that messages sent by the aerial cur- 
rent will come down any and every 
wire that happens to penetrate the 
current. No man will be able tosend 
& message exclusively to any other 
man. If aman, being about to visit 
Coney Island with a friend, telegraphs 
to bis wife that he will be detained 
down town by business until a late 
hour, the message will reach every 
town in the United States, and fill the 
minds of his business correspondents 
with the conviction that he has fallen 
into dissolute ways, and will soon be- 
come an eminently respectable citizen 
and a defaulter. By the old fashioned 
method of telegraphing, messages 
could be made to steer any desired 
course. Under Prof. Loomis’ system, 
they will be launched into the air 
without a possibility of regulating 
their course. What is the precise 
height above the surface of the earth 
of the aerial electrical current we are 
not told, but there is good reason to 
believe that nearly all the lightning 
rods erected on buildings of two. sto- 
ries or more in height, are in commu- 
nication with it. Hitherto these rods 
have been looked upon as a protection 
from the dangcr of being struck by 
lightning, but if Prof. Loomis is per- 
mitted to carry his invention into ope- 
ration, they will become 


A TERRIBLE SOURCE OF DANGER. 


The aerial electrical current will be 
constantly full of Congressional 
speeches and other ponderous matter, 
which will be liable to descend our 
lightning rods and penetrate our heuses. 
A man may be quietly sitting in 
his study, dreaming of no danger, 
when suddenly he may be struck 
prostrate by a Presidential oration 
on the beauty of conciliation. A 
mother sitting in the nursery with a 
baby in her arms, may be struck by a 
violent speech by Wendell Phillips, and 
sustain fatal injuries. 
clergyman, while preaching in his 
pulpit, may be struck by one of Mr. 
Cox’s Congressional jokes, and be 
made a gibbering idiot the rest of his 
life. Ifaman takes passage on a 
steamer, flying messages will contin- 
ually descend the lightning rod, and 
the deck will be dented with German 
six-syllable words, or littered with the 
froth of Herald dispatches . describing 
extraordinary weddings; while, if he 
climbs Mount Washington, he will 
find himself exposed to a hail of mes- 
sages from the four quarters of the 
globe. Since the usual current is sure 
to ascend or descend in accordance 
with the state of the barometer, it 
may be argued thatthe Weather Bureau 
can warn us when tiere is an area of 
political telegrams in the Lake region, 
or when an area of Congressional 
speeches threatens the New England 
States. Instead, however, of affording 
us any security, their warnings would 
only tend to create panics. It needs 
but little imagination to foresee the 
alarm which would be caused by the 
announcement that “a speech by Sen- 
ator Matthews is rapidly forming in 
the region of Washington, and will 
reach the Atlantic States early in the 
morning.” 

In view of the inevitable results of 
the new invention, Prof. Loomis 
should instantly abandon it. If he 
will do this peaceably, he may hope 
to be forgiven. If he remains obsti- 
nate, he should be dealt with as a 
reckless, unprincipled, and dangerous - 
inventor.

The 
State has erected buildings and the 
enthusiastic regents have built demi- 
tories, but where are the students, and 
what benefit does the taxpayer derive 
from this expense? Simply none; and 
the -next Legislature should either 
abolish this make-believe or take steps 
for the intelligent establishment of an 
University such as Nevada needs and 
ean support. 


_ The Chinese Question. 


If Congress has any right to super- 
cede or modify the effect of prior treat- 
ies, it is not by gny means a difficult 
matter to dispose of the Chinese ques- 
tion. . The project of fixing a per cap- 
ita tax on all new comers from the 
Celestial Empire, it is thought, will 
secure the desired results, and such a 
law would not be without precedent. In 
Australia the same expedient was 
adopted and the law was sustained by 
the home government. 

The difficulty in the way of speedy 
action in regard to the evil is found in 
the inability of Eastern peopie to real- 
ize the magnitude of the nuisance, and 
the results which it brings about. 
They can not understand the neces- 
sity which we feel and the efforts of 
those who gain through Chinese immi- 
gration has effectually hindered any 
definite treatment of the subject. The 
Bulletin says: 

If one hundred thousand Chinese 
immigrants were concentrated in 
Washington there would be no delay 
in measure of relief. The Burlingame 
Treaty is not really in the way of re- 
dress, according to precedents. There 
are some powertul infinences, however, 
at work to keep this immigration up 
to the present standard. In the first 
place the Six Companies find a direct 
profit in it, and so long as this is the 
case, whataver may appear on the sur- 
face, the Companies will secretly en- 
courage a business in which they find 
a steady profit. In the next place the 
Chinese steamship companies encour- 
age this class of immigration, and they 
will do nothing to interfere with their 
own profits. Even at lew prices the 
transportation of immigrants is a pay- 
ing business. At no time has it been 
possible by any persuasion to induce 
these steamship companies to desist 
from bringing over Chinese prostitutes, 
and it required an Act of Congress to 
even bring the subject to her notice. 

Yet relief must come through Con- 
gressional action. Let it come speed- 


ily.

Can it be Done, 

In California just now there scems 
to be an opinion that there are dis- 
honest elemeuts in the stock business. 
That is, that Trustees may make mis- 
takes and lose the public investment; 
mills may be, through mistake, em- 
ployed to crush country rock, and in- 
accurate directors may levy. assess- 
ments when they should’ declare 
dividends. The stock journals stoutly 
condemn the thieving practice of 
small operators and intimate that they 
are casting discredit upon the entire 
business. The honest papers con- 
demn the practice of gambling, as 
represented in the exchanges, and 
want legislation apon, the subject; 
while the “live” papers condemn the 
thieves only because they — bother 
the philanthropic efforts of the 
unselfish operators—Flood, O’Brien, 
Sharon and others. 

We have at odd moments doubted 
whether these last loved the people 
with an unquestionable. love, or only 
moderately, but our doubts have late- 
ly been cleared away, and we believe 
the live papers are right’ Any man 
who isin the stock business and can’t 
steal enough inthe market ought to 
be punished. The market is main- 
tained by the dear people especially 
for the speculators, and-it is not as- 
tonishing that when highwaymen turn 
footpads, public indignation reaches 
fever heat. Of course in case.of un- 
expected reverse, suspension, unfortu- 
nate deals, etc. A few assessments 
are the correct thing and no right 
minded stockholder ever objected, but 
this practice of crushing the country 
rock should be frowned down. It 
hinders the generous operations of 
good men like Flood, O’Brien, Sharen 
and McDonald, and casta suspicion 
upon the acts of men who work for 
the people and them alone. 

These petty thieves must be put 
down, the sooner the. better, and for 
that purpose a bill should ‘be intro- 
duced defining and limiting the word 
Trustee, and encouraging honor 
among thieves. Alsoa bill to dis- 
courage the crushing of country rock 
at public expeuse. These are the 
points which should be touched upen, 
but the questson arises: “Can it be 
done.” 


Conkling’s Victory. 


Senator Conkling has succeeded: in 
preventing confirmation of the Presi- 
dent’s New York appointments, and 
now the question as to Hayes’ action 
in the premises demands considera- 
tion. Will he fight, surrender, or 
ask quarter!

We gave notice some time since that 
it was the intention of R. P. Chapin 
to establish a propagating house at his 
nurseries, one-mile south of Reno. 
But when we made the announcement 
we did not contemplate the magnitude 
of the work or the great change that 
was to be effected in so short a time. 
We inspected the ground where the 
hot house was to be located, and re- 
marked then upon the huge rocks 
which were to be removed and the un- 
favorable appearance of the land. In 
two weeks we again visited the nur- 
series and were both surprised and de- 
lighted to see that the building had 
been completed and was half full of 
growing plants. The foundation and 
half of the house is below the surface 
of the ground, and a furnace supplies 
the necessary degree of heat. The 
flue runs the entire length: of the 
house and the smoke and hot air raises 
the temperature and protects the 
young plants. We found in the prop- 
agating house all. sorts of ornamental 
shrubs and flowering plants in which 
the ladies. take so much delight. 
There were roses, verbenas, helio- 
tropes, ailanthus, oleanders, camelias, 
geraniums without number, &c. &ec. 
Many of these were in full bloom and 
all seemed to be thrifty and in good 
growing condition. Of course a large 
expense has been inuolved in the prep- 
arations for this branch of the nursery 
business upon Nevada soil, but the 
mover is almost repaid by the success 
of his experiment and the outlook for 
the coming season. To visit Chapin’s 
nursery and note the improvements 
made would astonish the Eastern flor- 
ist; and while in the . propagating 
house, surrounded by rare flowers and 
inhaling their perfume, one forgets 
Nevada’s sagebrush and. rocks very 
easily. Those ladies who desire to 
cultivate house plants next year can 
now obtain them at home and choose 
to suit themselves.

The Sharon Resolution—Interesting De- 


bate—That Appropriation Bill. 


The Speaker’s gavel was heard Tuesday 
evening about 7:30 and the house came 
to order. The principal topic before 
the body had been earnestly discussed 
before the arrival of Clerk Johnson, 
and the friends and opponents of the 
Sharon resolution had been coached 


thoroughly. The discussion had drift- 


ed away from the merits of the ques- 
tion, and strenuous efforts had been 
made to bring about a party vote. 
Prominent in the lobby were Hogan, 
of Roop, member of the last session, 
and Nash, from Arizona, who took oc- 
casion to stimulate the leaders from 
time to time with pertinent sugges- 
tions. Among the spectators were 
Ueber Scott, Gray, Lucas and other 
wire pullers who sought by applause of 
their favorites. to influence the final 
vote. The Speaker, however, prompt- 
ly suppressed all attempts at riot and 
threatened to clear the gallery. At 
the hour of eight further consideration 
of 
‘THE SHARON RESOLUTION 

was in order and the resolution was 
again read by the Clerk. ‘Resolved 
that Wm. Sharon be ordered to appear 
before this body and show why he has 
belittled the great office confided to 
his trust.” Promptly upon the reading 
of the resolution, Kinkead of Ohio 
sprang to his feet, and every Senator 
eyed him closely to see§ what sort of 
impression the new Senator was to 
make. Kinkead’s speech was a 
shrewd impeachment of Nevada’s elec- 
tion methods in évery particular. He 
conceded every alleged corruption 
and yet cleverly. maintained Sharon 
as the peer of any man whom money 
had carried to the Senate from WNe- 
vada. The Senator’s remarks were 
warmly applauded by both factions, 
and the nails which he drove by di- 
rect assertion were carefully clinched 
by satirical or local references which 
were irresistible. Your reporter 
would be pleased to report the speech 
entire but for lack of space, and will 
only add the prediction that the gen- 
tleman from Ohio is to become a man 
of weight and influence in the House. 

Boardman of Virginia, here obtained 
the floor and compared Sharon to 


other Senators elect, showing the ef- 


fect of his resignation, and claiming 
that a Republican in San Francisco 
was better than a Democrat anywhere. 
This gentleman asserted that Demo- 
crats understoed the corrupt use of 
money, and referred to the record. 

Hoole of South Carolina, here took 
the floor, and attempted a personal 
witticism upon the Virginian, but was 
promptly suppressed by the speaker. 
He then proceeded to deny in toto the 
assertion that state money had been 
used to influence the election of ’74 in 
favor of Democracy, and went at length 
into a defense of Sharon’s private and 
business character. The gentleman 
was interrupted by frequent questions 
all of which he answered by sweeping 
allegations of Democratic purity and 
innocence. . 

Hutchins of Rhode Island, here ob- 
tained the floor, and with visible ex- 
citement proceeded to repeat his belief 
that Sharon’s election was a crime and 
was made possible by Democratic cor- 
ruption, as wellas Republican,

well selected words, and attempted to 
substantiate the assertions made by 
Hoole.

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Specimen Silver Dollars.

~Wasutneron, Dec. 11.—Director 
Linderman says he has already 
cleared the deck and prepared for ac- 
tion, so that if the silver bil! becomes 
a law the mints will be ready to issue 
silver dollars within twenty-four 
hours afterwards. Three month ago 
Senator Jones sent a communication 
to Secretary Sherman predicting the 
passage of the bill and. asking that 
new designs for a silver dollar be 
made, and a few struck off for inspec- 
tion by the Finance Committee. In 
accordance with this request Director 
Linderman caused two designs to be 
made, from each of which six speci- 
men dollars were coined at the Phila- 
delphia mint last week. One of each 
was sent to the President on Satur- 
day, and pleased him and the Cabinet 
so much that Secretary Sherman has 
ordered five more specimens. Sena- 
ator Jones appeared in the Senate yes- 
terday triumphantly displaying his 
specimens, which are pronounced to 
be the finest coins ever issued. The 
designs were made by different ar- 
tists, each competing for the adop. 
tion of his work, under a promise that 
the best one would be adopted. It is 
generally agreed by experts that the 
honors will be divided, the faceof one 
and the obverse of the other meeting 
with unanimous approval. The face, 
the Goddess of Liberty in each case, 
however is very fine, and the eagles 
for the obverse side are both pro- 
duced with skill and spirit. Linder-

The Mexican Border. 
A Washington, speciel of Dec 7. 
says: The Democracy here are proph- 
ecying war with Mexico, claiming 
that Gen. Ord is not a fit man to whom 
to intrust affairs on the Rio Grande, 
and holding that the Administration, 
backed by yarious Eastern commercial 
journals, is endeavoring to provoke the 
hostilities.

It is stated that on Monday next at 
the furthest a resolution will be intro- 
duced into the House, taking the 
ground that the proper way in which 
to establish friendly relation with 
Mexico, prevent border disturbances 
and to assist the people of that coun- 
try in manintaining a stable Govern- 
ment and build up their material 
prosperity, is to promote commercial 
relations between the two nations, 
and to this end every effort ought to 
be made to secure a reciprocity treaty 
which will develop trade and bring 
the people of the respective countries 
into close business relations.
